Designed by Blackie 
Collins, these are top quality, bench 
made knives, with over 120 years of 
metalworking craftsmanship combined 
with the skills of the custom knife maker. 


Smith & Wesson knives rival custom- 
made knives in material, design and 
hand craftsmanship. Blades are forged 
or formed from S&W modified 440 
stainless steel. All forging is done in 
Smith & Wesson's Springfield factory. 
Blades are then flat ground for 
improved edge-holding ability and 
increased strength. Handles are carved 
from beautifully grained and finished 
Wessonwood™ or rosewood, broached, 
press fitted and epoxied on the 
machined tang. In final assembly and 
hand finishing, the guard and blade are 
silver soldered, the sharp, flat ground 
blade polished to a mirror finish that is 
mute testimony to the care given to the 
handcrafting of each knife. 


Each knife is furnished with a hand 
polished sheath of top grain cowhide 
made by Smith & Wesson. All sheaths 
feature a lock-snap belt loop which 
opens in one direction only. Survival 
knife sheaths have a grommet tab and 
a braided nylon leg tie string. 


Sportsmen’s Knives. The Smith & 
Wesson knife line includes four knives 
designed for the outdoorsman. 


The Smith & Wesson Bowie knife has a 
clean, traditional design, work hard- 
ened brass guard and pommel 


superbly fitted to handle and flat 
ground, mirror finished blade. The 
blade has the distinctive scimitar 
shaped, sharpened false edge. Overall 
length is 10% inches, blade is 6 inches, 
weight 13 ounces. 


The Folding Hunter says Smith & 
Wesson quality from its stainless steel 
blade to its solid German silver 
bolsters, silver soldered to brass 
liners, to its Wessonwood handle and 
stainless steel spun pins. The full size 
blade, with drop point design to 
permit working down to the tip, 
features a unique tang design that 
locks the blade open and also 
prevents the blade from striking the 
one piece, stainless steel spring and 
locking bar when closing. 


The Survival knife has Uni-Handle™ 
construction with the cavity for 
matches, fish hooks and line; double 
quillon cross guard for maximum pro- 
tection, sure comfortable grip. The flat 
ground blade has a wide flat spine and 
a useful, sharpened false edge. Overall 
length is just 10 inches, blade is 5¥z 
inches, weight just 10 ounces. 


The Outdoorsman knife is 10 inches 
overall, has a 5¥2 inch blade, weighs 
just 10 ounces. Also utilizing the 
Uni-Handle™ design, the Outdoors- 
man's blade has a full length flat spine 
to provide a full working surface right 
down to the point; is flat ground to 
provide increased strength and 
provides for repeated sharpening. 


The Skinner has been designed with a 
full length flat spine to provide maxi- 
mum control right down to its dropped 
point for close in work on larger game. 
The 3% inch blade is razor sharp, 
overall length is just 7% inches, weight 
just 6 ounces. 


Fisherman's Knives. Two knives, a 
Fisherman's Fillet knife and a Fisher- 
man model, provide the fisherman with 
the opportunity to enjoy a custom 
made Smith & Wesson knife. 


The Fisherman's fillet knife's point is 
on the blade axis for maximum rigidity 
on downward point thrusts. A slight 
belly to the flexible blade allows clean 
starting cuts. Square edges of back of 
blade can be used for scaling, end of 
tang as a stunner. Knife 11% inches 
overall, with 6¥2 inch blade. Weight is 
5¥% ounces. 


The Smith & Wesson fisherman's knife 
is an excellent general purpose fishing 
and camping knife and is ideal for 
those who prefer a shorter, stiffer 
blade.

A Living Heritage 

For more than a century Smith & Wesson 
has been a household name to the sportsmen 
of America. Indeed, to the sportsmen of the 
world. From the moment Horace Smith and 
Daniel Baird Wesson joined in partnership in 
1852, Smith & Wesson has pioneered in the 
development of sporting firearms and 
accessories. 

In 1852, for example, Smith and Wesson 
designed, developed and patented the basic 
action for the famous Henry lever action rifle. 
Wesson, a skilled gunsmith, had served as an 
apprentice to his brother, Edwin Wesson, 
who had a reputation for crafting the finest 
target rifles in the United States. 

Other than Collectors, few people realize 
that Smith and Wesson invented the rimfire 
cartridge in 1854, During the Civil War, Smith 
and Wesson set up the Smith, Hall and Farmer 
Company to manufacture both rifle and hand- 
gun ammunition. In fact, for years, all the 
rimfire ammunition produced in the United 
States was manufactured under license from 
Smith & Wesson. Through the years rounds 
that have become standards of the American 
sportsman, from the .22 rimfire to the .38 S&W 
Special to the .357 Magnum, have been 
developed and introduced by Smith & Wesson. 

The Smith & Wesson shotguns of today have 
a living heritage, too. In 1867, the Wesson 
Firearms Company shotgun was recognized 
as one of the finest, highest grade double 
barrel shotguns in the world. Featuring such 
innovations as the first rebounding hammers, 
the Wesson Firearms shotgun used a center- 
fire shotshell very similar to those in use today. 

The heritage of Smith & Wesson handguns, 
from the Volcanics of the 1850's to the famous 
.44 caliber Model 3 ‘‘American” of 1869 to the 
powerful Magnum revolvers of today, is the 
best known side of Smith & Wesson. The 
“American” attracted the interest of the 
Russians at the Paris Exposition of 1869. 
When the Grand Duke Alexis came to the 
Smith & Wesson plant in Springfield to sign 
contracts for the gun, he was presented with a 
cased “American”. It was this gun which he 
took to the West on the famous Royal Buffalo 
Hunt with Buffalo Bill Cody. 

The heritage of Smith & Wesson lives in each 
and every one of the quality products Smith & 
Wesson manufactures for the discriminating 
modern sportsman. Today as in 1852, you can 
be sure of the utmost in satisfaction and en- 
joyment when your choice is Smith & Wesson.
